Besides the Mammoth Ched-
dars, of course, a variety of all
the world’s popular and exotic
cheese will be featured by May-
fair markets, but the truly stu-
pendous job is manufacturing
the Mammoths. For instance,
for every 100 pounds of cheese
manufactured, 1,100 pouhds of
milk obtained from 57 cows are
required.

It takes the 1i1abor of four
farmers tending 400 acres,
spending 35 man-hours getting
the milk ready for at least one
hauler to take the milk to the
cheese factory where four more
man-hours are required to man-
ufacture, store, stencil and ship
the cheese. In Mammoths alone,
Mayfair will display 210 times
100 pounds.
